It was also learned 
authoritatively that the publication of 
the previous Adriatic correspondence 
today was insisted upon by the Unit- 
ed States over the objection of Great 
Britain and France. Great Britain 
wanted the correspondence made pub- 
lic next Monday and France did not de- 
sire to have it'be published. 


After unsuccessfully trying to ar- 


range for publication on a certain day 
in France and Great Britain, as well' 
as in this country the state depart- 
ment notified these governments that 
the documents would be made public 
here without delay. 


This insistence by President Wilson 


for the. immediate publication of the 
correspondence is understood to have 
been due 'o 'he fragmentary-accounts 
of the Adria»'c exchanges <hat b">d 
reached iiere from abroad and to a de- 
sire to present the correspondence to • 
tbe American people which had the 
last word in the exchanges instead of 
the Allies. 


Many officials here believed the Al- 


lies would acquiesces in'Wilson's plan,1 
to have Jugo-Slavia and Italy enter

communication from Mr. Wettengel, pub- 
lished in the Post-Crescent Wednesday. 
11 is observations upon the city election 
are pertinent and \vcll taken. Mr. Wcl- 
IcMigel's conviction that the light vole 
clearly demonstrates there is a lack of 
community 'interest in Applelon is cor- 
rect. Although a question of vital im- 
portance to the people was presented, 
public opinion was entirely indifferent to 
the result so far as surface indications 
went. 


II follows Ilia I if the people arc uncon- 


cerned by an election of this kind, they 
also arc unconcerned about the operation 
of any kind of city government. They 
arc in a stale of apathy touching city af- 
fairs. The .only time they are awakened 
is when sonic proposal or some act touch- 
es them privately or in a business way, or 
when they go to pay their taxes. 


We cannot have constructive, progres- 


sive and clllcicnt city government under 
such conditions, no matter what the form. 
Community spirit and a civic interest are 
great needs here. If they were alert and 
assertive no elections would go by de- 
fault, and neither would any proposal of 
administration or improvement. 


Mr. Wcltcngcl urges Applcto'n to get 


together, pull together and wake up. The 
Post-Crescent believes the best way to ac- 
complish-this is through organization. If 
we had an aggressive and united com- 
mercial association or similar body, rep- 
resenting all interests of the city and 
working energetically and enthusiastic- 
ally to promote the growth and belter- 
incnt of the city, we would soon.have the 
community interest that is now lacking. 


.4 DISAPPOINTING 
APPOINTMENT. 


The selection by President Wilson of 


liainbridge Colby to be secretary of stale 
came as a surprise to the public as well 
as to the politicians of both parties. Mr. 
Colby has been before the public consid- 
erably in recent years, first as a boiler 
from the Republican party to the Bull 
Moose organization, and second from the 
leadership of Theodore Roosevelt into the 
Democratic fold. The last jump was re- 
warded by Mr. Wilson with appointment 
to the shipping board and emergency 
fleet corporation, and later as a member 
of the American mission to .the inter- 
allied shipping conference at Paris in 
1917. Mr. Colby's appointment to the ship- 
ping board created a severe disturbance 
in the senate, and it was only after a bii- 
ler controversy over the nomination that 
it \yas finally confirmed. The fight on Mr. 
Colby at that lime has of course no'bear- 
ing upon the propriety of his selection 


! to become secretary of slate, nor upon his 


fitness for the honor. It was a political 
demonstration against him pure and sim- 
ple. However, the opposition to him was 
not confined to conservative Republicans 
who juslly looked upon Mr. Colby's apos- 
tasy wilh disfavor, Senator Rccd who had 
an ax to grind wilh the president through- 
out the war also taking the nomination 
as an affront. While that incident, as we 
have said, ought not to he revived in the 
present instance, nevertheless politics is 
politics, and its grievances die hard. 


Mr. Colby should be accepted or re- 


jected for the department of stale solely 
on his qualifications, and just what those 
qualifications arc the public is not in a 
position to say. Mr. Colby is not well 
known to the people except as he has fig- 
ured in the incidents we have mentioned, 
and there is nothing in them on which to 
form an estimate of his ability to serve 
Ihc country as secretary of slate. No one 
can tell what motives prompted the pres- 
ident to make this nomination, and Mr. 
\Vilson makes no explanations of his ap- 
pointments. However, it can be said, we 
think, that the choice of Mr. Colby is dis- 
appointing rather lhan impressive to the 
country. The people would like to see in 
the department of stale a man of force 
and experience in diplomacy, and with a 
record of achievement such as would 
command confidence at home and re- 
spect abroad. It can hardly he said that 
the name oJ Bainbridgc Colby measures 
to this standard, and yet he may prove to 
hebcUcrlhanwcanticipalcd. Mr.Wilson's 


experiences in the department of stale 
have uniformly been unfortunate and 
they certainly have not improved Ameri- 
can prestige in European capitals. Per- 
haps the greatest weakness in the Wilson 
administration has beeli his cabinet se- 
lections straight through. They do i^ol 
serve as a precedent for placing an ex- 
ceptional estimate upon his third choice 
for secretary of state, especially when 
the appointee's fitness for this important 
post is entirely an unknown quantity. 


RUMORED TRACTION MERCERS. 
There recently have been rumors of 


consolidation projects involving a num- 
ber of Wisconsin intcrurban lines. Vari- 
ous interests are said to be actively inter- 
ested in bringing about mergers touching 
properties along the west shore of Lake 
Michigan north of Milwaukee, and also 
north of Milwaukee between Fond du 
Lac and Green Bay. The reliability- of 
these reports has not been confirmed, 
but traction officials in this part of the 
stale would, no I be surprised if a move- 
ment of the kind materialized. 


The traction problem has become an 


increasingly serious one throughout the 
country in the last ten years. Many lines 
have operated without profit and in some 
instances they have been abandoned. One 
reason for this undoubtedly is the build- 
ins of short lines which served onlv 
o 
small localities, the revenue from local 
business being insufficient to meet oper- 
ating expenses, maintenance and inter- 
est. Within the last few years there has 
been a distinct tendency toward the con- 
solidation of lines which would afford 
through 
Ira flic, both passenger 
and 


freight, between important points of 
travel and shipment. These changes have 
unquestionably been profitable to inter- 
urban interests. They have been Ihc 
means of reducing overhead expenses 
materially and of bringing about other 
valuable economies. What is of equal if 
not greater importance, they have made 
possible the establishment of through 
passenger and freight routes. This service 
naturally produces that character of busi- 
ness which is most profitable to all rail- 
roads, whether steam or eleclric, namely, 
through traffic. 


These consolidations arc not only help- 


ful to the traction interesls, but to the 
public as well, because the public gels 
better service and bellcr shipping facili- 
ties. There is no doubt but what a merg- 
.cr of some of the traction properties in 
eastern Wisconsin would be of great ben- 
efit to the localities they serve. Through 
freight service for instance on the lines 1 
operating between Green Bay and Kau- 
kauna. from Kaukauna and Appleton to 
Nccnah and Mcnasha. and Oshkosh to 
Fond du Lac and Milwaukee would 
be a real 
commercial 
convenience 


and advantage to all of these cities. 
There have been many efforts to se- 
cure this service by business men and 
shipping interests along the route, par- 
ticularly the northern- end including 
Appleton and Green Bay. but thus far 
they have been; unavailable. While 
it is probable thai . through service 
will come in time, cven'with.thc existing 
division of properties.' it would come 
quicker and wilh better results if they 
were under one ownership. _ Further- 
more, they would all be.operated with 
greater profit to Ihc owners and conse- 
quent ability to improve facilities'and 
service.

KAIL DEFICITS

Washington, 1). C.—The railroad 


bill which has just passed the senate 
and house is a most comprehensive 
measure, taking care of not merely 
the period of reconstruction, but al- 
so the period thereafter when normal 
conditions 
will have been restored. 


The more the bill is studied the more 
its far reaching effects will be made 
clear. 
t 
The president in his message to 


both houses a year ago stated in. ef- 
fect that 
as to the solution of the 


railroad problem he did not have a 
confident judgment of his own. Since 
this message no suggestions or rec- 
ommendations as to the proper solu- 
tion of the complicated railroad prob- 
lem have come either to senate or 
house committees on interstate com- 
merce from the White house. 
The 


committees, therefore, worked out 
their own solution as embodied in the 
bill which has just been sent to the 
president for his signature. 


In M'ew of the fact that on Dec. 2-1 


he issued his proclamation restoring 
the 
railroads 
to their 
owners in 


March and1 in view of the fact that 
the above committees have labored 
for an entire year in the preparation 
of the bill, it seems inconceivable to 
me that it would be vetoed by the 
president. 


While it is true that some opposi- 


tion to the- bill in both houses was 
based on constitutional grounds, with 
particular reference to the 5 Va Per 
cent return on tho valuation of the 
property of railroads, an overwhelm- 
ing majority of both houses support- 
ed U»e bill. Even if the courts should 
find the above provision unconstitu- 
tional it woulcTnot affect the balance 
of the measure. 
' 


As the government will have run 


behind possibly $500.000.000 as a re- 
sult of^federal control, and this sum 
may be still further increased by 
claims for under maintenance and de- 
preciation which have not yet been 
determined, some increase of rates 
will have to be granted through the 
interstate commerce commission un- 
der the provisions of the bill if the 
•farriers are to properly function and 
provide the necessary service to the 
public. There are many who believe 
that increases should have been al- 
lowed under federal control in order 
to avoid the existing deficits. 
The 


country is quite as much concerned 
with 'good service as it is with the 
amount of rates. It is confidently.be- 
lieved that the carriers upon regain- 
ing operation 
of their 
roads 'will 


make a determined effort to improve 
the service and lessen some of the 
complaints which have been made due 
to a shortage of -cars and other 
causes. 


The" bill does not contain any anti- 
Strike feature.^The-house,-'as^welI-as 
its conferees, opposed the insertion of 
any-such'clause'in tlie bill.'The'bill 
provides for the creation of a'railroad 
labor, board to pass upon disputes be- 
tween carriers • and their employes 
which should be of such high stand- 
ing, character and ability as to beget 
confidence in its awards. 


This board can not legally enforce 


its awards, enforcement being de- 
pendent entirely upon the potency of 
public opinion. There is nothing in 
the bill to interfere with the adjust- 
ment of disputes between representa- 
tives of the railroads and the employ- 
es, 
in fact, 
such adjustments are 


urged. Provision is also made for the 
establishment of adjustment boards 
by voluntary action.
